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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues reference Penners et al. fails 
to disclose "initiating, by base transceiver station, registration of a foreign agent with home agent since Penners discloses registration is 
initiated by mobile host that desires to change foreign agent (col. 9 t lines 42-44). Examiner agrees this is disclosed and that it discloses 
mobile's wish to change foreign agents. An important step of registration to receive packets while roaming is the the home agent ; 
receiving the pertinent information in order for roaming mobile to still receive any packets addressed to it. Penners et al. discloses that 
this falls upon the RPC to allow foreign agent to register with home agent and Penners et al. discloses VLR informing RPC/FA about 
mobile host and provides information such that FA can register with HA. See column 11, lines 17-29. Examiner interprets this as 
initiating of registration with home agent. Mobile station sending registration request does not involve home agent and Examiner 
believes the subsequent steps involving foreign agent initiating communication with home agent teach claimed subject matter .
